COMPILER SAYS PERMANENT 
RESIDENTS REPRESENTED 


On Basis of 2 1-2 Persons to Name 
Claim Is Made Directory Fig- 
ures Are More Exact Than 
Census,. Which Gives 77, 317 
Less Population. 


The city directory for St. Louls‘is out, 
and an the 285,716 names contained therein 
the Gould Directory Co, bases its esti- 
mate of 714,290 as the population of St. 
Louis at the beginning of 1965. , 

The directory for this year contains 8246 
more names than did the directory of 1901, 
and the publishers therefore estimate the 
growth of population in the past 12 months 
at 20,615 (2% persons to a name), despite a 
seeming exodus of boarding house and res- 
taurant keepers and World's Fair labor- 
ers. 

The estimate of population, published by 
ihe census bureau some months ago, based 
upon “expectation of growth, places the 
population of St. Louts at 636,973, or less 
by 77.317 than the directory estimate. The 
nublishers declare with much positiveness 
that their estimate will be found to be 
more nearly correct. 

“The names for this directory were gath- 
ered after the close of the World's Fair,” 
sald Mr. Gould Wednesday, “and were re- 
vised during February: so there are few 
whose names are fn the directory who are 
not permanent residents of St. Louis—not 
@ part of a floating population. “Our esti- 
mate of St. Louie’ population ia made on 
the basis of actual count, and I am con- 
vinced that it if reasonably exact."’ 

The new directory is no larger than that 
Of 1904, despite the iucrense in the number 
‘of names contained. This result has been 
achieved by putting the names closer 
together and by using a slightly thinner 
paper. This table gives a summary of «the

MANAGER SOUGHT 


Federal Authorities Issue Fraud 
Order Against Concern Con- 
tracting to Build Homes. 


The postoffice authorities are looking for 
W. D. Sullivan, in charge of the St. Louis 
business of the Home Co-Operative Co., 
which until last January had offices in the 
DeMenil building, Seventh and - Pine 
Streets, and against which a fraud order 
has just been issued. 

It is charged that the company failed to 
fulfill its contracts with its patrens. 

The business transacted is that of selling 
homes on a basis of payments somewhat 
similar to those made in life insurance 
methods, a policy for a certain amount be- 
ing issued, on which the patron is to make 
monthly payments covering a period of 
years, the policy certificates maturing in 
numerical order. It is alleged by the | 
postoffice authorities thot this latter pro- 
vision, however, has lately been eliminated 
irom the contracts. 

The Home Co-Operative Co4 the post- 
office authorities say, was organized in 
Kansas City early in 12, and shortly 
thereafter a fraud order was issued against 
t, following an inyestigation by postoffice 
Inspectors. The company secured an in- 
_—— compelling the postoffice to de- 
iver its mall, and the case dragged along 
for about a year, during which time the 
company est lished offices in St. Louis. 

Recently another investigation was be- 
gun by Postoffice Inspector J. L. Stice of 
the St. Louis department, and the issuance 
of the present fraud order is the result. 

Previously, however, in 1904, an investiga- 
tion had been made and the company had 
been invited to appear before the assistant 
attorney-general in Washington and show 
cause why a fraud order should not be 
The company’s officers responded 
and promised that they would liquidate 
contracts with patrons, it is sald, and the 
fraud order was not then issued. 

Sullivan, who is said to have signed the. 
company's contracts with patrons, is be- 
to be in St. Louis, but his whe re- 
abouts is not known.*:The company’s main 
office is now in_Chicago.

BIGELOW FACES 
BANK DIRECTORS 
SHOWS DISGRACE

Milwaukee Embezzler Totters as 
He Greets Former Associates 
and His Action Makes Scene Pa- 
thetic Rather Than Dramatic. 


NO DEMONSTRATION AS 
‘HE PASSES IN STREET 


Clamoring Crowds of Yesterday 
Are Lacking as Defaulter Slips 
Into Offices—Estate Worth 
$1,000,000 May Be Involved. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 26.—Frank G. 
Bizelow, who, 98 president of the First Na- 
tional Bank embezzled $1,460,000, called at 
the bank this morning. He remained only 
a short time, his presence being required 
for information as to the value of certain 
securities, which are being gone over in 4 
general investigation of the bank's affairs. 

Although Bigelow passed through the 


same streets which yesterday were filled 


with wild crowds, clamoring for their mon- 
ey, few recognized him in his carriage, and 
as he walked from the curb into the bank 
building there was no demonstration. 

Bigelow’s head was lowered as he stepped 
across the sidewalk, and only once did he 
look up quickly to glance at the hes 
which had been cut in the bank's big plate- 
glass windows, behind which paying tellers 
had worked Monday afternoon and ‘yester- 
day to accommodate the jostling crowds 
during the rum. 

He seemed to have aged a dozen years 
since the revelations of his crime. His 
{hand shook while he grasped the side of 
his carriage in alighting. and his step was 
almost faltering as, with head down and 
gaze directed at his feet, the collar of his 
long tan overcoat turned up and fastened 
tightly about his neck so that only a strip 
of his snow-white hair was visible, he 
walked, disgraced, into the building where 
eat his busine:s partners and associates of 
a hfe-time. 

The meeting of Bigelow and his former 
friends, directors of the bank, was pathetic 
rather than dramatic. How keenly the de- 
faulting president felt his dishonor was 
witnessed by his silent greeting to the men 
behind the partitioned windows and the 
group who sat about the desk, from which, 
but a few days ago, he directed the bank's 
affairs. As he passed through: the big 
lobby he nodded several times to employes, 
but did not offer to speak rior to extend 
jhis hand. His face appeared worn and 
drawn and there was a tense expression in 
his downcast eyes that suggested an effort, 
a great concentration of will power, to en- 
able him to withstand the strain to which 


he was being subjected. 


Greets Old Friends. 


As he passed through the door on which 
is printed the words: “President, private,” 
several of the directors within rose to greet 
him. A look of pain appeared on his Yace 
as hands were outstretched. He seemed al- 
most about ito totter and collapse. But in 
a moment he recovered composure, though 
the effort it cost him was easily apparent, 
and, seating himself, he responded quietly, 
sometimes with jerky accents, to the ques- 
tions asked him. 

No reference was made to the defaica- 
tions in the discussion and within 15 min- 
utes after he had entered the bank, Bige- 
low departed as he had come, and was 
driven back to his palatial home. 

Director John I. Beggs of the First Na- 
tionai Bank said today that, as the inves- 
tigation of the bank's affairs goes on, 
facts are revealed that show that Bigelow 
spent his gntire personal fortune before 
tampering with the bank's funds. 

It was also announced that in addition 
to his real estate and personal holdings, 
amounting to $300,000, which the defaulter 
turned over to the bank immediately after 
the expose of his embezzlements, he has 
given up life insurance policies amounting 
to $600,000. 

Another development today came with 
the statement that Bige@ow was executor 
af the estate of the late FE. H. Broadhead 
of Milwaukee, valued at $1,000,000, and that 
the securities were under his direct per- 
sonal control. It is not knawn whether 
any of the funds of the estate were em- 
bezzied. . 

Henry G. Gol, the missing assistant 
easifer of the First National Bank, who 
was implicated by Bigelow in the defaica- 
tions, has mot yet been arrested. (Chief 
of Police Janssen has telegraphed the po- 
lice of all big cities to be on the watch 
for him. 


How Bank Was Robbed. 


With the runs on the First National 
Bank aid the Milwaukee Trust Co. stopped 
by aMyor Rose and Chief of Police Janssen 
carrying $2,000,000°into the bank which hai 
been contributed by the Chicago ani 
Milwaukee clearing house, the reai interest 
now centers in the .question: How did 
President Bigelow work his gigantic 
thefts? ,' 

The aocepted theory Is that a ring of four 
men—Bigelow, Henry Goll, assistant casii- 
ier, and two bookkeepers, whose names anc 
not made public, robbed the First Nationa! 
of the $1,460,000, 

Bigclow could not, under the law, per. 
sonally borrow from the bank, of which he 
wes president, and, being shut out in thi« 
manner, he had to invent another way.

“What ie your name?’ asked the woman 


‘minager as I entered, Tuesday morning.

The room was quiet except for the sound 
of a ticker. A tall boy was making figures 
on a black board in spaces marked off by 
red lines.

Be- 
sides there was borrowed from the EHquita- 
ble over $110,000,000 on securities of ther 
own creation. 

By depositing the policy holders’ money 
in their banks and trust companies and 
then borrowing from these banks and trust 
companies the money thus deposited, the 
huge “flotations” of recent years became 
possible, other insurance companies shar- 
Ing in the process. In order to discharge 
these loans the securities thus created were 
sold to the Equitable and the money re- 
ceived therefrom completed the cirole of 
repaymem. None of the vast profits went 
to the policy holders. 


Not satisfied with this, the directors be- 
gan the formation of “underwriting” syn- 
dicates for thomselves, to make additionai 
profits from the sale of securities to the 
Equitable.

ROCHIDSTDER, N. Y., April 26,—' ‘Ridicu- 
lous, pure fol de rol,” is today’s comment 
Miss Susan B. Anthony makes on ex- 
President Grover Cleveland's article in the 
current number of the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal on women's clubs and women’s suf- 
frage. 

“Well,” she exclaimed. ‘“‘What does Gro- 
ver Cleveland know about the g@anotity of 
the home and woman's sphere, I should 
like to know? 

“Why isn’t the woman herself the best 
judge of what woman’s sphere should be?

KANSAS CITY, Mbd., April 2%.—Mrs. 
Mary E. Marcy of Kansas City, who is 
reputed to have furnished much impor- 
tant information to-the Beef Trust -grand- 
jury in Chicago, worked for ‘the Armour 
Packing Co. from. July, 193, to April 1, 
1904. : 

“She was a quiet, demure, little woman, 
who seemed to be absorbed in her work,” 
said C. W. Armour. “Her work was to 
write letters for Mr. N. H. Hand, who 
had charge of the collections. If there is 
anything in our business to hide -she did 
not have access to it. Correspondence that 
relaited to prices or any other subject of 
consequence did not come in her depart- 
ment. No combination has ever existed 
among the packers at Kansas City, and 
this announcement that she has the se- 
crete of the milNonaiire packers is a dream 
too vague even for consideration.” 

Leslie Marcy, Mrs. Marcy’s husband, says 
that when his wife gathered the evidence 
which she is to present to the grandjury in 
Chicago she had in mind only a series of 
stories for a Socialist paper. 

“Mrs. Marcy went to work for the Swifts 
long before tho beef investigation was 
thought of,"’ said Mr. Marcy. “She was in 
the legal department, which the employes 
call the ‘skin’ department, because of some 
methods in use there. She used to tell me 
about the peculiar letters she had written 
and I suggested that she make notes for 
future use in her writings. 

“Mrs. Marcy was with the Swifts eight 
months and in that time. she made carbon 
lcoples of several letters in the legal depart- 
iment that will be rather embarrassing to 
the packers when they are used in court.

Liquidation Has Been Completed 
and Famous Plunger Leaves 
Chicago Pit After Losing in His 
Battle for Millions.

CHICAGO, April 2.—The Gates poo) is 
out of the May wheat deal. The liquida- 
tion has been completed and Armour and 
Gates have the “‘corpse’’ which is yet to 
be buried. 

The story current is that Armour is now 
the largest holder of May wheat, having 
oought it on the breaks. The wheat sold 
to him during the past few days does not 
settle, which convinces the few who made 
the discovery that the market has had 
its break. The Lichtstern wheat holdings 
of about 2,000,000 bushels have been cleaned 
up and a majority of the other big shorts 
have taken profits. Gates will leave for 
New York today, cutting short his stay in 
Chicago over a month from what he ex- 
pected when he came here. 

The speculative atmosphere is much 
clearer. There has been premature liquida- 
tion in all grains and provisions produced 
by the unloading of May wheat. All weak 
holders have been forced out and the bear 
interest coveréd so that the trade is more 
nearly evened up than for many monthea,. 

Mr. Gates says to his friends that he 
knows nothing about the Bigelow specula- 
tions. Gordon Bigelow, who was a mem- 
ber of the brokerage firm of Tracy & Co., 
has been a wild and persistent plunger on 
the board of trade. Today no firm is will- 
ing to acknowledge doing business for 
him. He is in Milwaukee and declines to 
say anything that will throw any light on 
his connection with the defalcation. He 
declined to say anything regarding his dis- 
missal by Tracy & Co., except it was for 
business reasons he left the firm. 

Young Bigelow is a high roller. He has 
an automobile, a yacht and belongs to 
several expensive clube. He has lived 
like a millionaire and has played with 
fortune in every conoeivable way. He has 
been known to drop $1500 on the turn of a 
oard in taro. He was married six months

Un BOWEN, SAY 
VENEZUELANS 


New York Herald Man Cables For- 
eign Views on Scandal Which 
Entail Charges Against Assist- 
ant Secretary of State. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—In a letter from 
a special correspondent at Caracas the 
Herald says: “Either the American minis- 
ter should be removed from Venezuela or 
the assistant secretary of state should’ be 
asked to step out of his office at Wash- 
ington,”’ was the startling statement made 
by a dispassionate observer of Venezuelan 
affairs in Carocas yesterday. 

This same idea has occurred to many who 
have visited Caracas recently and who have 
remained here long enough to obtain some 
inkling of the diplomatic scandal centering 
about the two officials designated. 

It is the prevailing opinion in Caracas 
that the United States can really take no 
action whatsoever in the matter in dispute 
with the Venesuelan government over the 
asphalt and Olcutt cases, or any other 
claim, for that matter, until the Roose- 
volt administration clears up the scandal! 
between the two state department officials. 

Mr. Loomis wes at one time the Ameri- 
can minister to Venezuela. Briefly stated, 
the scandal involves the charge by Prasi- 
dent Castro that, while acting In his offi- 
cial capacity, Mr. Loomis obtained consid- 
erable pecuntary benefits from the New 
York and Bermudez Asphalt Co., and that 
a check showing the payment of $10,000 to 
him by the company is now in the pos- 
session of the Venezuelan dictator. 

This, it is held by many persons, fur- 
mished the true explanation of President 
Castros continued holding off of the 
United States in the asphalt matter, and 
clogged the free action of that government, 
which is not anxious #r the ventilation 
of an administration scandal. 

It is an open secret that the allegations 
against Mr. Loomis have been laid before 
the state department in Washington, and 
that Secretary Hay, Acting Secretary Taft 
and President Roosevelt are cognizant of 
the matter. Not only is this phase of 
the scandal a matter of common property 
in Caracas, but it has been communicated 
to various chancellors of Burope by min- 
isters accredited to Venezuela. Of this 
fact I am assured by certain members of 


the diplomatic corps, whose identity for 
obvious reasons cannot be disclosed.

retary Loomis, it should be said that the 
proofs of his alleged monetary dealings 
wth the ashpalt company are in no way 
conclusive, and rest entirely on secondary 
evidence.

The constitution empowers the Governor to use the militia 
to execute’ the. laws and to suppress*riot or rebellion; but 


it is not clear how he would proceed to ‘use the militia to close 
the saloons on Sunday. | 

As a rule the Governor of the state uses the militia to aid in| 
preserving order and enforcing the laws only when he is asked | 
to do so by the: civil authorities, who confess their inability to} 
prevent disorder and lawlessness. He may use it for this pur- 
pose upon personal knowledge, report or petition of citizens. 
In the case of open riot or disorder, or the menace of riot or 
disorder, there is no question of the duty of the Governor to 
act or of the propriety of his action. 

But assuming that there is no condition of riot or disorder, 
but merely a failure to enforce ¢he law because the law offi- 
cers refuse to arrest and prosecute offenders, or because the 
courts and juries refuse to convict offenders who are arrested 
and prosecuted, what would be the Governor's course of action? | 

In the first case, would Gov. Folk order the militia to arrest 
saloon keepers who refuse to close their saloons on Sunday 
and instruct Attorney-Genera] Hadley to prosecute them? 

In the second case, would he attempt by military force to 
compel courts and juries to~convict, or laying aside all civil 
processes, would he proceed by force of arms to close all saloons 
and keep them closed on Sunday? 

In either event could he proceed to such extreme arbitrary 
use of the military power of the state to enforce the laws 
without proclaiming martial law? Would he be justified in 
proclaiming martial law in all localities where the Sunday laws 
are not enforced by the civil authorities? 

The Governor's intimatian of the use of the military power to 
enforce the dramshop laws and humble the “beer barons” sug- 
gests the possibility of extraordinary conditions in some parts 
of Missouri, and of a busy time for the state’s modest militia 
force. It suggests also interesting questions of law and public 


policy.

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A GREAT EXEMPLAR. 


As time goes by the proportions of Amos M. Thayer will 
grow in the vision of the people he served. The symmetry of 
his moral gfd intellectual nature was such that the heroic size 
of the figure did not assert itself to the familiar; workaday 
view as it will in the perspective. He was a great judge, not 
because of what books taught him, but because he was a real 
man. While he knew much of law, he knew more of equity. 
His strong, alert mentality was as effective in locating the pit- 
falls of precedent as it was in discovering the intent of legis- 
lation and in applying the restrictive safeguards of a constitu- 
tion. But in his interpretations a kind heart and an uncom- 
promising moral sense were, always evidenced. 

Judge Thayer was never characterized as brilliant. Nor would 
he have regarded such characterization as altogether friendly. 
Simple in nature, he dressed his thoughts, as his person, in all! 
simplicity. Although his most famous act as a judge was that 
which thwarted the Northern Securities conspiracy. and won the 
applause of a nation, Judge Thayer’s status‘as a great jurist 
was established long before that courageous utterance. 

St. Louis knew Mr. Thayer from the day when, returning 
from the civil war, in which brave but unogtentatious service 
had won him distinction, he entered upon a professional career. 
His modesty was for years his misfortune, and his experience 
compassed all of the struggle and self-denial that are the lot 
of the briefless barrister. Recognition of his character and 
ability was slow, but he made no friends to lose them, and 
no step of his progress was followed by retrogression. As Cir- 
cuit Judge of Missouri, as Federal District Judge and as Circuit 
Judge of the United States, he illustrated in his person and in 
his work the dignity, the democracy, the ‘plainness and the 
equity of republican institutions. All of his life was an in- 
spiration to American youths who seek success in allegience to 


high ideals, rather than in reliance upon the expedient or the 


adventitious thing. 
When such men die the bereavement extends to all of the 


people; but there is much of amelioration in the fact that 
the character which illustrates high principle lives ever on.

NEW YORK, April 2%.—Stocks opened 
active and steady this morning with gains 
fairly well distributed throughout the list.

With confidence in the financial situa- 
tion at least temporarily restored Wall 
street is once again beginning to turn its 
atiention to other factors bearing on the 
market situation and unless the unforeseen 
happens, and this is not likely, the May 
wheat deal accompanied by its disastrous 
climax, will shortiy pass into market his- 
tory and quickly, excepting by the suffer- 
ers therefrom, be forgotten. With the 
elimination of this feature as a market 
factor the technical position of securities 
has been vastly strengthened. The forced 
selling of securities on the col- 
lapse of the corner has caused 
the holdings of weak accounts to pass 
into strong hands. The short interest has 
also been largely increased and this also 
adds greatly to the underlying strength 
of the entire list.

Among the adverse Rice of the mar- 
ket situation the following may be men- 
tioned: Prices are generally exceedingly 
high, from an investment standpoint, and 
have had a continued advance of over a 
year. Pool manipulation and speculation 
has in many stocks. extended credits to an 
extremely dangerous level and ae manip- 
mation is snamneres to unloa tock and 

t to purchase them. The war situation is 
still a decided menace to higher prices ip 
securities as, with France carrying billions 
of dollars of Russian securities, Russian re- 
verses on the ocean are laible to precipitate 
financial difficulties in Paris and force 
heavy selling in the London market, and 
consequently heavy selling of a sympathet- 
ic nature in New York. Then again, the 
possibility of other nations being involved 
in the Russian-Japanese difficulty exists at 
all times, and this is not conducive of bull 
markets. The coming investigation by the 
government into the question of railroad 
rates and rebates is also to be met from a 
market standpoing, while the scandalous 
exposures in the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society recently have done much to im- 
press on the speculative public that all is 
not as it seems in the world of high fi- 
nance.
